The State Department was kept well informed tonight in two 
dispatches from Minister Griscom and in one from Hanis, Consul at 
The first bulletin from Minister Griscom told a volume 
in itself. It contained only the words: “Togo has held the Straits 
of Korea.” That meant the crippling of Rojestvensky, if not his 
complete defeat, because it proved that he had to turn southward, 
where he has no place of refuge, except some neutral harbor, in 
which no repairs for war purposes could be made. 

The second dispatch from the United States Minister in Tokio 
was as follows: “Japanese Admiralty announces that Togo s fleet 
engaged Baltic squadron in Tsushima Straits, Saturday, and held the 
straits against the enemy. The cannonading can be heard from 
shore.“ 

It is not improbable that Minister Griscom sent more complete 
details of a confidential nature to the State Department, because it 
was evident to anybody tonight that the Washington government 
had direct news of a great Japanese triumph, with some loss, how- 
ever, to Togo’s vessels, 


From what can be gathered in direct official channels, the most 
severe attack on the Russian squadron was on Saturday. It was par- 
ticipated in by several torpedo-boat flotillas, and it is said here on 
high authority that eight or ten of the Japanese torpedo boats were 
destroyed in attacking the Russian battleships. There is ground for 
the statement that Admiral Togo lost a cruiser, and it would not be 
surprising to learn that.this news came from Griscom in the State 
Department cipher.

extending from the bow to the quarterdeck. Forward is mounted a 
pair of 12.4-inch guns in a turret protected by 11 inches of Krupp

Another pair of guns of the same size is mounted aft. There 
are thirty other guns of an intermediate battery, and the vessels carry, 
two submerged torpedo tubes and two above water. A special fea- 
ture of the vessels is their vertical longitudinal bulkheads of inch 
armor, running throughout the whole length of the ships at a distance 
of 9 or 10 feet in board from the ships’ sides, designed to localize 
the effect of a blow from torpedoes.—Associated Press.]

The public, after the premature 
demonstration of Saturday night, is 
incline? to reverse its attitude and to 
become pessimistic. The reports sent 
to Washintgon by the American Con- 
sul at Nagasaki of the sinking of 
five Russian warships, including a 
battleship and repair ship, was accept- 
ed as the most definite and the most 
authentic piece of news received up 
to midnight, and undoubtedly produced 
„ bad impression. The fear was ex 
pressed that the battleship sunk might 
have been Rojestvensky’s flagship. 
the Kniaz Sovaroff, on which the Japa- 
nese would undoubtedly concentrate 
their fire. The sinking of the repair 
ship Kamchatka, which was fitted 
with the most modern machinery, 
might, it was thought, prove later to 
be a more severe loss than of a war- 


ship, but at the Admiralty, where 


crowds congregated Sunday afternoon 
and evening, hope was expressed that 
if Rojestvensky had cleared the gate- 
way to the Sea of Japan with no 
greater loss than that reported by the 
. American Consul, the passage had not. 
been dearly purchased, especially if 
later reports should prove that the 
Japanese losses were anything like 
equal proportionately. 

Probably no one in Russia displayed 
such intense anxiety as the Emperor. 
Early Sunday morning, he summoned 
Grand Duke Alexis, high admiral; Ad- 
miral Avellan, head of the Russian 
Admiralty Department, and Admiral 
Wirenius, chief of the General Staff 
of the navy, to Tsarskoe-Selo, and re- 
mained closeted with them up to a 
late hour last night, impatiently wait- 
ing information and poring over the 
charts. The only news received by 
His Majesty from Russian sources 
were dispatches from Russian agents 
and consuls at Chinese ports, which 
contained nothing but current rumors. 
The only time the Emperor left the 
members of the Cabinet was to at- 
tend service in the chapel of the Al 
exandra Palace, when the chaplain 
prayed for Rojestvensky's success. 

THE CZAR DISTRESSED. 

The Emperor was greatly distressed 
when the Washington dispatch con- 
taining the information sent by the 
consul at Nagasaki arrived. 

The newspaper dispatches naturally 
created the wildest speculation. Some 
of the officers of the admiralty who. 
Saturday, were inclined to take the 
view that the ships off Woosung were 
empty colliers, sent to the rear to 
avoid hampering the warships, or that 
it was a division of little fighting value 
dispatched to confuse Togo and to 
throw him off the scent, thought, on 
Sunday, that it was possible Rojest- 
vensky might after all have divided 
his fleet, and that the Japanese were 
waiting the arrival of the second Rus- 
. Sian division before making a general 
announcement. 

The majority of the navai author- 
ities, however, continue to believe 
that Rojestvensky could not risk a di- 
vision of his fighting ships. Those of 
an optimistic turn hope that Rojest- 
vensky did actually throw Togo off the 
trail and escape him, as the French 
fleet eluded Nelson on the way to 
Egypt, and that they encountered only 
torpedo boats in the Staits of Korea. 
This opinion, though, „ not gener- 
ally sha and the great majority 
think that ' scouts were able to 
keep in touch with the fighting d 
vision and that the Japanese lay in 
wait for Rojestvensky in the narrow 
waters where a battle is reported to 
have taken place.

BIG BRIDGE AT VANCOUVER. 

NORTHERN PACIFIC'S PLAN.

TACOMA, May 2%.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) The Northern Pacific Railway 
has revived the plan of bridging the 
Columbia River at Vancouver. The 
bridge, with its approaches, together 
with the new entrance into Portland. 
will cost nearly two million dollars. 
It will be the first large bridge across 
the Columbia, which is now crossed 
between Goble, Ore., and Kalama, 
Wash.. by a big steam ferry. .

OKIO, Monday, May 29, 10 a.m.— 

[Exclusive Dispatch.] Almost at 

any moment the censorship may 
be raised here by the Tokio govern- 
ment, and the world will then know 
of the practically decisive results 
wnich happened Saturday and Satur- 
day night at the easterly entrance to 
the Straits of Korea. The story of 
Sunday is not yet known to the peo- 
ple of Japan, although the earlier de- 
tails of the morning’s work undoubt- 
edly are in the possession of the im- 
perial authorities. All efforts by the 
combined correspondents to induce 
the Naval Board to relax its restric- 
tions on the transmission of news have 
been unavailing, and to foreign gov- 
ernments has been permitted only 
the sending of a short cypher dispatch 
carrying with it no definite news. 

The necessity of keeping Gen. Line- 
vitch in the dark as to the happen- 
ings just southeast of Tsu Islands 
in the last thirty-six hours and the 
value of keeping Marshal Oyama well- 
informed of the great tragedy at sea, 
undoubtedly are the main reasons for 
Japanese censorship. Nothing in the 
result would warrant the hiding of 
any of details tending to the glory 
of Japan. All that is permitted this 
morning is the statement that the 
main engagement took place north- 
west of Nagasaki, and that the main 
Russian ships were unable to make 
their way into the Sea of Japan. 

The known loss of Rojestvensky 
cannot be mentioned, nor the damage 
to Japan's fleet in what undoubtedly 
will rank as the greatest sea fight the 
world has ever known. Tokio was not 
unduly enthusiastic last night or dur- 
ing the day, but this was true also 
after the battle of Liao Yang and the 
decisive result achieved when Mukden 
fell. The loss of so many brave sail- 
ors of their own, so near home, natur- 
ally dampens the enthusiasm brought 
by other news promptly bulletined by 
the Tokio government. 

That Japan forgets nothing, even in 
the excitement of a great battle, was 
clearly manifest in the happenings of 
Friday night and Saturday. The pub- 
lic in Tokio, Yokohama, Nagasaki and 
all other important cities was informed 
of the sea fight. Sunday, perhaps be- 
cause of the distance of the fleet, only 
one bulletin was posted by the Im- 
perial Navy Board, but that was of 
such moment as to thoroughly arouse 
the interest of all foreign attachés and 
newspaper correspondents. It was 
then hoped that definite results hav-

May 
His blessing rest upon you, and your 
dear motner.“ Was there ever a sweet- 
er Christian character than Commodore 
Philip, who was once Capt. Philip of 
the Texas’ He was brave enough be- 
fore Santiago, when Cervera's fleet 
was going down, to call out to his vie- 
torious men: ‘Don’t cheer, boys. Those 
poor fellows over there are dying.’ 
And he was brave enough, after the 
battle was ended, to call his men to- 
gether, and have the ship's chaplain 
return thanks to that God who had pre- 
served the American ships in the bat- 
tle.

Spiritualism. 


Prof. J. 8. Loveland addressed an 
audience at the First Spiritual Mis- 
sion of Los Angeles, No. 139 West 
ae Street, last evening. In part, he 
said: 

“What is chaff to the wheat? Much 
every way” Is first in developments 
ane manifestation.

The chaff is the phenomena, 
the wheat the reality behind the ph 
homena, which are the exponents cf 
the underlying energy. The wheat ‘s 
the spirit world with its teeming@mii- 
lions of decarnate souls. The phe- 
nemena are transient, but the cause 
the living energies are enduring. The 
phenomena appeal to our senses, but 
the cause demands the exercise of the 
regal reason. The phenomena belong 
in the fleld of science, but the cause, 
the living energies, involve the most 
profound philosophy. 

“Cause precedes phenomena though 
we notice the effects first, but they 
only indicate or point to the cause, 
and in all the phenomena of nature we 
peiceive automatic or non-intelligent 
causation. But the Spiritualistic phe- 
nomena demonstrate an intelligent 
volitional personality, as the causat- 
ing energy. Through all the ages elec- 
tricity has never written a message 
on sky or land. But now, controlled 
by man, it writes without cessation. 

“The spirit manifestations are ex- 
ponents of an intelligent, volitional 
Agent as absolutely as the dots and 
marks of the telegraph. There is mind 
at the other end of the line. What 
mind ia it? 

“But when we find, volitional inteil- 
ligence we enocunter purpose—inten- 
tive. Mind is autocratic. The an- 
nounced purpose of the spirit world 
was the reconstruction of the social 
life of man on this planet. And this 
reconstruction was to be so comple‘e 
aa to warrant the phrase, ‘Behold I 
make all things new.’ It is to be no 
patch work. Nothing is destroyed, but 
tine elemental forces of the social life 
are recombined and a new one added.

Ordained a Deaconess. 

An interesting and unusual ceremony 
at St. Paul's Pro-Cathedral yesterday 
morning was the ordaining of Mrs. 
Sophie Miller as a deaconess, Bishop 
Johnson officiating. 

Mrs. Miller has been engaged in work 
among the Mission Indians for the past 
four years; and it has been through 
her activities that a new industry, that 
of lace making, has become establish- 
ed among the Indian women of the 
La Jolla and Mesa Grande reserva- 
tions. This has been the means of 
much financial benefit to these poor 
Indians during a period when their 


ote” of crops wogld otherwise have 


eft them in a pitiabie condition. 

Under the direction of Bishop John- 
son, Mrs. Miller undertook the work 
of going among these women and by 
example and precept helping them to 
better methods of domestic life, as 
well as aiding them spiritually; al- 


though it has been the rule of her 


work not to interfere with their church 


preferences, 
Many of these Indians are Roman 
Catholice, and the work has been in 


nd Way a proselyting one. She has 
simply, like her great master “gone 
about doing good. and these women 
hive learned to love and reverence 
her. 

Early in her work Mrs, Miller under- 
took the teaching of these women lace- 
making. and in this be has been won- 
derfully successful. Every bit of lace 
they can produce is purchased hv 
wealthy women of New York, who 


in Trafalgar Square, 


have become interested in the efforts 


of Bishop Johnson to hetter the condi- 
tion of the Mission Indians; and tnere 
is starcely a woman on these reserva- 
tions who has not acquired skill in the 
new handicraft. Many of them pro- 
duce the rarest patterns of Venetian 
lace, and they are all eager for instruc- 
tion. 

Mrs. Miller brings with her to Los 
Angeles a bright young Indian girl 


from the Mesa Grande settlement, who, 


is an expert in lace-making. They 
will return to that point on Wednes- 
day. In the teaching of lace-making 
the special instructions of Miss Sybil 
Carter, head superintendent of the iace 
industry among the Indians, and lo- 
cated in the East, have been required 
several times, and it is the intention 
of Bishop Johnson to send three or 
four other skilled women into the 
Southern California field within a few 
weeks, to aid Mrs. Miller in the work. 

Having been set aside for the office 
of deaconess, Mrs. Miller will prob- 
ably give more of her time hereafter 
to general religious work among the 
women of the reservations, as the work 
is So developing that more instructors 
are required in the lace industry, and 


the religious teaching demands one 


person's time. 

Preliminary. to the ordination ser- 
vice, Bishop Johnson preached an ad- 
mirable sermon from the text: “And 
came and stood and called as at other 
times, Samuel, Samuel. Then Samuel 
answered, Speak, for thy servant 
heareth.” The bishop declared that 
men receive a call from God today, as 
in other times: and that this call may 
come to a mechanic or an artist or 
a teacher, as well as to one elected 
to serve at the altar. The tradesman 
may dignify and ennoble his calling, 
quite as much as may the preacher, 
the ruler or the judge. God called 
Abraham Lincoln to free the slaves. 
He called Father Gopon to lead the 
crushed masses of Russia. He is call- 
ing Czar Nicholas to listen to the ap- 
peals of his subjects. The bishop 
pressed home to his auditors the grave 
fact that men and women almost in- 
variably consult their own ideas 
rather than the voice of God. With 
direct and telling emphesis he asked 
his people how many 4f them had, in 
the crises of life, asked God what he 
would have them to do. He main- 
tained that no matter what a man’s 
condition might be, no matter what 
his environment, he might find in his 
very restrictions and surroundings 
special opportunities for responding to 
the vocation of God and serving Him. 
The hishop spoke of several instances 
in St. Paul's parish wherein men and 
women had consecrated themselves to 
the service of God after hearing the 
call that came to Samuel. He urged 
parents to study closely the bent of 
their children's minds and to see if 
God was not calling them to the holy 
priesthood or to the work of the church 
or to the unselfish service of their fel- 
low men, instead of to a life of selfish- 
ness and pleasure. 


On John Knox. 


At the First Congregational Church 
Rev. William Horace Day spoke. on 
John Knox. He said during his dis- 
course: 

“Memorial Day is near at hand. We 
love to recall the sacrifice and bravery 
of the soldiers who saved the Union in 
1861. It is fittinfi that his land should 
set apart one day every year to teach 
the children of the nation these things. 
As a chureh we take this Sunday to re- 
ceive as a thankoffering for the biess- 
ings we enjoy. This money is used to 
support a pastor in one of the home 
missionary churches. We are helping 
put into the field an army of men 
and women who are giving their lives 
to save the republic, as the brave men 
of-a generation ago did, who enlisted 
for the war. As an example of what 
u patriot and home missionary can do 
for his country we are to join in cele- 
brating the four hundredth anniversary 


of the birth of John Knox, the maker 


of Scotiand. He was born in a land 
where lawleseness reigned in church 
and state. Carlyle truly said, ‘He is 
the one Scotchman to whom of all 
others his country and the world owe a 
debi.’ 

“The training of Knox was most for- 
tunate. After his university course he 
became a priest, but not a. preacher; 
he was a notary and a private tutor. 
As lawyer-priest and  teacher-priest 
he continued till the age of 40 years. 
In the castie of St. Andrews he was 
called to preach. As though not ready 
to preach God sent him off a captive 
on a French galley for two years, and 
he learned the lesson of complete de- 
pendence on God. Then followed a 
course in the school of providence in 
statesmanship He was one of the six 
royal chaplains under Edward VI of 
Engiand, where he shared in the com- 
Dllation of the new prayer book. When 
‘Bloody Mary” came to the throne he 
became an exile. During those years 
he ministered to several congregations 
of English refugees and spent consid- 
erable time in Geneva, where he learned 
to know Calvin and could see the at- 
tempt there made to establish a city 
under theocratic government. He had 
opportunity to see the most important 
experiments in new forms of govern- 
ment in church and state. 

“At the age of 5. rich in experience, 
full of power, he is able at last to return 
to turbulent Scotland. We are told 
that this was the only epoch in the 
history of the realm in which the world 
could be interested, and the center of 
the epoch was one man, John Knox. 


The two lessons he had learned in 


Glasgow at the University in 1522 he 
came back full of years to put into 
practice. John Major had taught that 
the church was superior to the Pope, 
and could depose a bad Pope; that the 
state was superior io the King; if he 
should prove to be a cruel tyrant the 
people as the source of authority could 
lawfully depose him and even pui him 
to death. Knox was to wage flerce 
warfare with two queens, each repre- 
senting the evil alliance between the 
Scotch Stuarts and the French 
Guises. In those twelve strenuous years 
Knox turned what Carlyle has well 
called a nation without a soul to be a 
believing nation—one united and moved 
by a deep common faith. In that con- 
flict concluding with his sermon upon 
the massacre of St. Bartholomew he 
helped to lay the keel of the Mayflower 
by giving Scotland the Puritanism from 
which English Cromwell learned and 
from which New England sprang.“ 


B. Fay Mills.

An Ordinance amending Ordinance No. 
9171 (New Series,) entitled, “An Ordinance 
of the City of Les Angeles, providing for 
the assessment and collection of city taxes,” 
approved February 4th, 194, hy amending 
sections 27 and 60 thereof. 

The Mayor and Council! of the City of Los 
Angeles do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. That Section 27 of Ordinance 
(New Series,) entitled, “An Ordi- 
nance of the City of Los Angeles, providing 
for the assessment and collection of city 
taxes, approved February 4th, 1964, be and 
the same is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows: 

Section 27. The City Council shall meet 
at the City Council! room on the second 
Monday in July of each year as a Board of 
Equalization to examine the assessment roll 
and to equalize the assessment of property 
in the city, and shall continue in session 
from day to day until the business of equali- 
zation is disposed of, but not later than the 
first day of August. The City Clerk sball 
be the Clerk of the Board of Equalization. 

Sec. 2. That Section 60 of Ordinance No. 
$171 (New Series,) entitled, An Ordinance 
of the City of Los Angeles providing for 
the assessment and collection of city taxes, 
approved February 4th, 1994, and the 
‘game is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: 

Section 6. A redemption of the property 
sold may be made by the owner or any 
party in interest, at any time after the date 
of the sale to the city, and before the city 
shall have disposed of the same, in the man- 
ner following, to wit: 

By paying to the City Treasurer, in lawful 
money of the United States, the amount of 
taxes, penalties and costs due thereon at 
the time of such sale, with interest on the 
aggregate amount of said taxes. at the rate 
of seven per cent. per annum, and also all 
taxes that were a lien upon said real estate, 
at the time said taxes became delinquent, 
and also all unpaid taxes of every descrip- 
tion assessed against the property for each 
year since the sale, or if the property has 
not been assessed for any year, then taxes 
at the rate of the tax levy for such year 
upon the value of the property, as asses

Ten per cent. if redeemed within 
months from the date of sale; twenty per 
cent, if redeemed within one year there- 
from: thirty percent, if redeemed within 
two years therefrom; forty per cent. if re- 
deemed within three years therefrom; forty- 
five per cent. if redeemed within four years 
therefrom: and fifty per cent. if redeemed 
within five or any greater mumber of years 
therefrom. 

The penalty shall be computed upon the 
amount of each year’s taxes im like manner. 
reckoning from the time when the lands 
would have been sold for the taxes of that 
year, if there had been no previous sale 
thereof.

BUSY DAY OF 
CAMPAIGNERS. 


Prohibition Advocates Kept 
Firing Away. 
— 


Boy Orators Held Attention 
of Big Crowd. 


Bishop Hamilton Coming to 
Take a Part. 


The closing Sunday of the most pic- 
turesque campaign ever held in Los 
Angeles was marked by a large no-sa- 
loon meeting last night in the Temple 
Auditorium. 

A great audience listened to the ar- 
raignment of the saloons, and fre- 
quently burst into loud applause; and 
when the test of a “show up” came, 
nearly everyone in the house raised 
their hands as an earnest of their sup- 
port of the proposed prohibition ordi- 
nance, 

The meeting was in charge of Leon- 
ard Merrill, and opened with a lively 
musical programme by the Meyers or- 
chestra and a large chorus choir, led 
by Harry Barnhart. During the even- 
ing quartettes were rendered by 
Messrs. Barnhart and Spencer Robin- 
son, Mrs. B. I. Harrison and Miss Mar- 
ble. 

Mattison B. Jones made the address 
and presented the arguments which 
have been made familiar to the people. 
He spoke with great earnestness and 
clearly had his audience with him from 
the very start. “5 

“The open saloon is an unmixed 
evil and wholly wrong.“ declared the 
speaker, “and we must either indorse it 
or condemn it at the coming election.” 

“It is said that if the ordinance car- 
ries and the 200 saloons of this. city 
are closed, realty values will diminish 
and business will be given a great 
backset. Let us investigate this, as 
becomes men of judgment. 

“Compare the values of realty on the 
streets where the most of these saloons 
are located—Alameda, San Pedro, Los 
Angeles and Main streets, and a part 
of Spring street—with those of Broad- 
way and the other sections of Spring 
which are free from this evil. As the 
absence of the saloon on these busi- 
ness streets is noted, the increased 
valuations may also be noted; and it 
is conceded Ly realty men that the 
property 100 feet on either side of a sa- 
loon is depreciated in value because of 
its presence. 

“It can be safely asserted that the 
best and highest-vulued property in the 
business section is that part frequent- 
ed by the wives and daughters of our 
citizens. Suppose the situation were 
to be reversed, and the proposition 
were to be made to place the saloons 


Broadway; at once the merchants of 
the street would loudly protest. Well 
they know that it would be a great 
detriment to their trade, and that the 
women would shun these places, and 
thus avoid their stores.” 

Mr. Jones then gave instances in 
which he claimed that real estate deals 
had been held up because of the prox- 
imity of saloons, and declared: There 
is as much common sense in the state- 
ment that the saloons add prosperity 
to a community as that a gombling 
hell adds prosperity. 

“If it is a matter of personal libe: ty, 
as is so eagerly claimed by our oppo- 
nents, then why should we make re- 
strictions that we already have, and 
why should not the city have all the 
damnable vices of a * Carlo or 
of Juarez, Mex? 

“Liberty is the opportunity to do and 
perform those things that God in our 
creation intended we should do and 
perform. The cry from Macedonia has 
come in our midst. There are hundreds 
of men in this community who cannot 
pass a saloon without going in. Many 
of these strive against this temptation, 
and they want help to carry out their 
high desires to shun the evil. We want 
to help these men and to remove the 
temptation so that they may be en- 
abled to lead clean, honorable lives. 
“The removal of the 200 saloons of 
this city would appreciate the prop- 
erty values on 100 feet on each side 
of each of these places at least $100 
a front foot. This would give us an 
appreciation in frontage of $4,000,000 
ir taxable property. It ‘is estimated 
that an average of $60 a day passes 
over each of these bars, or $12,000 
per day and $4,000,000 a year. It is rea- 
scnably certain that a large percent- 
age of this sum would be retained by 
the workingmen were the saloons 
closed, and would be invested in homes, 
Figure this out and see what homes 
could be purchased with such a sum, 
Say at $2000 for each home. Isn't it 
worth while to give the workingman a 
chance to get a home? 

“Of the 9000 arrests made during 
the past year in this city, 80 per cent 
were due to liquor, either directly or 
indirectly. The bulk of these arrests 
were made in the saloon zone, and 
were these places closed, the vity could 
safeiy cut down its police force to “a 
lerge extent. 

“I read the editorial in The Times 
this morning. That able and fearless 
journal, I am sorry to say, does not 
agree with us on the wisdom of adopt- 
ing our ordinance. If believe it is act- 
ing with perfect honesty and candor 
and it certainly has the right to its 
Opinion, as We are entitled to ours. I 
only wish such a splendid journal w 
with us in this fight: but go — * 
one find a higher and more lofty ex- 


pression of sentiment than is to be 
found in this same article, when it 
declares that: 


It the prohibition ordinance carries 
The Times will strongly, persistently 
and undeviatingly advocate its rigid 
enforcement, There must be no dodg- 
ing, no shrinking, no cheating end no 
evasion in the duty of the authorities 
to carry the act into uniform effect 
should it became law.’ 

Mr. Jones «iosed his address with 
reports from various towns where a 
no-saloon ordinance is in effect, in-

BOY ORATORS. 

AND MEN TOO. 
Hundreds of little children, crowded 
on the stage at Temple Auditorium. 
Sang in sweet harmony the national 
anthem and opened in a pleasing way 
the afternoon mass meeting in the in- 
terest of the prohibition movement. 
It was children’s afternoon and the 
exercises were in charge of the lit- 
tle tots, who provided the entertain- 
ment and delivered the orations. 
Fond mothers were in the auditorium 
to enjoy the efforts of their young 
hopefuls and though they were some. 
what confused at times, as to the rea! 
Dur pose of the meeting, they were posi- 
tive that Jchinny and Susan, Willie 
and Mary, never looked sweeter, nor 
performed so well. 
Perhaps a mass meeting has never 
before been held in this city where 
three boy orators, none of whom are 
more than thirteen, gave the temper- 
ance orations. The little speeches from 
the little men were delivered with 
gesture and full-lunged emphasis and 
were convincing, at least to the small 
army of boys who sat on the front 
seats of the rostrum and stamped their 
approval, 
Master Francis Reider was the first 
Orator and the boy told his listen- 
ers. how “Billy took His First and 
Last Drink.“ The next boy talker 
chose “The Mad Dog” as the topic 
for his oration. The speaker was Gor- 
don Bartlett and the lad gave in an 
amusing style his idea of the way 
the salogn should be boosted from the 
community. Harold Kiggins showed 
a remarkable memory by delivering an 
Oration eighteen minutes long on * 
Boy's Plea for the ys.” 
An interesting intermission was a 
song by little Annie Row, a pleasing 
child volcalist, whose sweet little voice 
was almost drowned by the organ. 
The instrument was stilled and the 
child sang herself fearlessly into the 
hearts of the listeners, who clapped 
for another verse, when the song was 
ended. She sang Win There Be Any 
Stars in My Crown.” 
Everybody thought the boys had cov- 
ered the subject of no-saloons in a 
way, that needed little emphasis and 
when Mattison R. Jones, a man orator, 
came to the platform, he blushingly 
apologized for daring to speak in such 
a meeting. Jones arose to deny state- 
ments he said had been directed to- 
werd himself by periodicals. which he 
claimed were published under the di- 
rection of the Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association. He said in 


part: 

“Though I am the youngest of a fam- 

liy of ten I feel this afternoon as if 
I should take a back seat and keep 
oui of sight. I have been criticized 
for saying that business could go to 
the dogs. I made that statement and 
the newspaper reporters here can hear 
it again. Business can go to the dogs 
when the dharacter of a boy is con- 
cerned. 
“To keep the saloon means to ruin 
the souls of thousands of boys in Los 
Augeles. I do not want to be acri- 
monious. I do not wish to attack the 
judgment of any man or woman in 
thir city, but when men come out in 
print and declare they are going to 
look after the ‘almighty dollar’ with- 
out regard to the boys and girls, they 
stiould hear from us on the question. 
“They say there will be blind pigs if 
the saloons are closed. wn South 
they call them blind tigers. I would 
rather face a dozen blind tigers than 
one with his eyes open.’ 
Dr? Chapman said many people in 
the East were waiting to come to Los 
Angeles as soon as the saloons are 
cksed. He thought the argument 
about a dull town when the saloons 
go, was foolish and declared that busi- 
ness would prosper and the town would 
boom if the ordinance prevailed.

REVENUE OFFICER'S EXPERIENC 
From S. P. Rees--Twenty-five years 
ago 1 was chief deputy collector of 
internal revenue in the State of Arkan- 
sas; We had three grades there. viz. 
high license, local option and prohibi- 
tion, so-called, 

In high license cities and towns, we 
had no trouble, every dealer looking 
sharply out that liquor was not sold 
without payment of the license tax. 

Local option was left to the vote 
of the people in smaller places and 
M usually resulted that to get a drink 
a person had to buy a quart of liquor. 
In this grade the government did not 
have much trouble, but there was con- 
siderably more intemperance than un- 
der high license, the person buying 
this quart would frequently call up 
four or five of his friends and between 
them would consume the quart, where- 
as if they had had a bar. one drink 
would have sufficed. The consequence 
was that, as a rule, they would each 
buy a quart— good many drinks—and 
would drink ten or twelve times, as 
much as they would have done under 
high license plan. 

It was in prohibition places that any- 
one on to the system could get all 
the liquor they wanted and-did get 
it. Neither the Federal government, 
the State or county got a dollar of 
revenue. There was more drunken- 
ness, quarreling and ill-feeling among 
neighbors, than in places of the other 
grades. one man, for instance, would 
have a greivance against another and 
would report him to the revenue of- 
fice: but hated to give his own name 
as a witness until forced to do so. Well, 
what follows—the party selling the 
liquor’ would be arrested and brought 
before the United States Commisstoner 
charged with selling liquor without 
payment of the special tax, very often 
several witnesses would be brought a 
hundred miles or more the expense 


perhaps be committed for trial or if 
the evidence was not sufficient would 


be released. Frequentiy such cases 
would cost the government several 
hundred dollars in expenses, 1 

On being brought to trial h. the 
United States Distriet Court, several 
months having elapsed between the 
commissioners’ examination and the 


trial itself, the defendant and witnesses 
had settled their greivances—the case 
would fail of conviction and the de- 
fendant go free. Judge Henry C. Cald- 
well, pow on the Circuit bench and a 
rabid prohibitionist at that time, has 
stated scores of times that prohibition 
dees not prohibit. The writer has known 
ot scores of such cases as the one 
cited above, costing the government . 
thousands of dollars in prosecutions 
without result, and knows full well 
from actual experience that prohibition 
does not prohibit. You may educate 
the people to the theory of prohibition, 
but you cannot effectually legislate 


against intemperance.

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Beast Subdued With Blows of 
H oe and Club.

Armed only with a shotgun, for which 
‘they had only two shells loaded, with 
No. 6 shot, and a hoe, Albert Horse- 
well and H. Sanberg, who are conduct+- 
ing a hog ranch near Neehach post- 
office in Antelope Valley, killed the 
largest mountain lion that has been 
seen in those parts for years. The 
big cat was dispatched only after a 
terrific fight during which Sanberg's 
clothing was ripped inte shreds and 


| Horsewell sustained numerous gashes 
from the animal's claws. 

That both men were not killed was 
duc to a fortunate shot—the last load 
in the shotgun—which Horsewell fired 
at a distance of less than ten paces, 
just as the lion had crouched to spring 
upon him. Sanberg is now at the 
Southern Hotel on North Main street, 
having come to Los Angeles yester- 
day to purchase a pair of glass eyes to 
be used when the skin ot the lion 
is mounted. 

The two men have been raising hogs 
on a big ranch near the extreme north- 
erly boundary of Los Angeles county. 
Their hundreds of hogs roam over 
an extensive area, feeding on the mast 
which in the rugged hills on the ranch 
is now quite plentiful. They make 
weekly shipments to the Los Angeles 
market and have found the business 
quite profitable. 

Recently they has been missing hogs. 
Within the past six weeks as many 
as forty head have been lost, but no 
trace of them could be found. The 
rerchers believed for a time that their 
property was being stolen and they 
watched the railroad to see if any 
person besides themselves was ship- 
ping, but no trace of their porkers 
could they find.

A little day of peace and love in 
Eden. Then sin—then the long story 
of conflict. History, writing on tablets 
of bronze with stylus of steel dipped 
in blood. Storm—storm—storm of the 
elements and the passions. Theedrift- 
ing ark, tossed here and there on the 
waters of desolation. The scourge of 
God falling in lightnings and thun- 
derings upon the land of Egypt. .The 
roaring sea crashing together’ upon 
the foes of His people. The trail of 
blood and death across the wilder- 
ness; the shrill battle call of brazen 
trumpets in the wars of occupation of 
the land of Promise and Rest. Sword 
ringing upon cloven helm, and spear 
splintering against the shield of bronze; 
mighty nations marching across the 
stage in stately splendor and all the 
glory of war; the clamor of battle,

A TALE THAT HE TOLD. 

Peace? The reign of Peace? All the 
world is dotted with the statues of sol- 
diers. On hilltop and by the seashore; 
in plaza and square, anil premenade; in 
the corridors of public buildings, in the 
market places: everywhere the sword 
is glorified, the soldier is deified-—the 
worid is a garden of the statues of the 
heroes who have slain and conquered 
by the might of the sword arm. 

Let me tell you of one stately figure 
in bronze that looks down upon them 
all. Five years ago the countries of 
Chile and Argentina were on the verge 
of war over the one thing that has 
provoked more wars than any other 
one cause—greed of property—a disput- 
ed boundary line. Jesus Christ, the 
Prince of Peace, breathed into the soul 
of Monsefior Beneavente, the. 
bishop of Cuyo, Argentina, a dream of 
a figure of the Christ whose servant he 
le, that should stand at the disputed

point and speak to the rising tempest 
of war—Peace!"’ Then a noble woman, 
Sefiora Angela de Oliveria de Costa, 
president of the “Christian Mothers’ 
Association” of the College of Lacor- 
daire, in Buenos Ayres, her woman's 
soul moved by the dream of the bishop, 
took up the thought and inspired the 
women of both countries, with the 
great hope of perpetual peace between 
these sister republics. The dreams 
God sends us are lasting realities. 
Three years passed, and a Chilean 
war cruiser sailed from Valparaiso 
bearing to Buenos Ayres the Chilean 
delegates and the treaty of peace, 
reaching the latter city May 21—almost 
on this anniversary day. Already there 
had been cast from the cannon in the 
arsenal of Buenos Ayres a figure of the 
Christ, the Prince of Peace—a great 
fiaure 26 feet high. t stood in the 
courtyard of the College of Lacordaire, 
Om a great granite base, representing 
the world. Standing at its foot, Sefiora 


de Costa asked the representatives of 
the two powers that it might be placed 
on the highest accessible pinnacle of 
the Andes. In March the statue be- 
gan its long journey, 664 miles by rail 
to Mendoza. ce, on gun carriages, 
escorted by soldiers and sailors of the 


Gedicate this monument, but to the 
world, that from this it may learn its 
lesson of universal peace.“ Then was 
repeated, what I believe is the first 
prayer composed by a woman, author- 
ized by the highest church authority of 
her country to be repeated at daily 
mass after the rosary. It is a beautiful 
prayer—let us repeat it in our hearts 
as we listen: 

“Lord! When my voice is silenced, 
when mine eyes cannot behold Thee, 
and my heart, already changed into 
dust, disappears with the remembrance 
of my existence, Thine image, repre- 
sented in eternal bronze, shall be a 

ual offering on the highest pin- 
nacle of Argentina. When the white 
snows shall close the pass to men, 
permit that my spirit may keep vigil 
at the foot of this monument. Protect, 
Lord, our country! Ever give unto us 
faith and hope. Let our first inheri- 
tance be the peace which shall bear 
fruit, and let its fine exgmple be its 
greatest glory, so that the souls of 
those who have known Thee, shall be 
able to bring forth from Thee all forms 
of blessings for the two Americas.” 

ALL SAY AMEN! 

Cannot every heart in this great con- 
gregation say amen“ to that Catholic 
prayer?

I am com- 
missioned by the veterans of all the 
posts of the Grand Army in Los An- 
geles to speak for them—fnen whose 
habit it has been to speak little and 
fight much. 

“An American flag, from American 
soldiers, to a church! Yes! No more 
appropriate emblem could pass between 
the two. Our flag stands for the 
equality of all men, for human free- 
dom. The volce of God in the Book 
commands ‘proclaim Lberty through- 
ou: all the land and to all the in- 
habitants thereof.’ The flag stands 
for authority and law, and the Christ 
in the church declares All authority 
is given unto me in heaven and in 
earth.” 3

“A gift from the soldiers of the flag 
to Soldiers of the Cross! Under its 
folds nestles the home, the school, and 
the church. So may it stand for these 
things as it waves above the tome 
of Temple Baptist Church.”

NTERNATIONAL CHAMBER OF 
‘AGRICULTURE. 

The King of Italy, some time ago, 
called an international conference to 
meet at Rome on May 28. The object 
which it is expected to accomplish 
through this conference is the ulti- 
mate establishment of an Interna- 
tional Chamber of Agriculture.” This 
is an exceedingly ambitious and per- 
haps visionary scheme. It is said to 
have originated with no less a per- 
son than our own David Lubin of Sac- 
ramento, who succeeded in enlisting 
the King of Italy in the project, and 
through him other European nations— 
Germany and France, in particular— 
have become interested. A writer in 
the London Express characterizes the 
plan as “one of the most revolutioniz- 
ing schemes that has ever been pre- 
sented to the world.” However this 
may be, the movement acquires im- 
portance from the fact that the con- 
ference (it is alleged,) will be attended 
by at least two representatives of ev- 
ery civilized nation, while some nations 
will send more. 

The 
of Italy's plan,” as it is called, (what 
a snub for Lubin!) according to the 
writer in the London Express, “may 
be defined as redressing the balance 
agricultural 
classes and the city populations. Dur- 
ing the last sixty years,” he continues, 
“the city working classes. have in- 
creased their influence by leaps and 
bounds. By means of legislation they 
have consolidated their powers until 
they are no longer exploited by the 
capitalists. Exactly the reverse as 
the case with the rural populations. 
Though they possess industry, phys- 
ical strength, and thriftiness, and are 
the chief source from which the new 
blood for the cities is drawn, they are 
entirely at the mercy of the manufac- 
turing, trading, and capitalist classes, 
and are exploited and in many coun- 
tries oppressed, in every way. The 
only weapon which can effectually be 
employed against this exploitation, is 
that which has been made use of by 
the manufacturing classes against the 
capitalist organization.” 

All this has a rather demagogic 
sound. But “grangerism” and “popu- 
lism,” and some other isms which 
have failed to achieve any great de- 
gree of popularity in this country, are 
terms which are comparatively un- 
known on the other side of the world. 
“The King of Italy’s plan” appears to 
be the organization of farmers 
throughout the world into something 
corresponding to the trades-unions of 
the cities, and in avowed opposition 
to “the capitalistic classes.” It will 
be remembered that about a year ago 
there was more or less discussion 
of some such plan in the United 
States, but it appears not to have got 
far beyond the stage of discussion. 
Perhaps the scheme acquired in- 
creased vitality by transplantation to 
a foreign soil. 

The raison d'etre of the proposed 
organization of agriculturists is thus 
expiained: 

“Agricultural products have nearly 
always to undergo some secondary 
process before they reach the con- 
sumers. They have to pass through 
the hands of railway and shipping com- 
panies, or of manufacturers and mer- 
chants. It is therefore evident that 
the price of agricultural products must 
be affected by the action of railway 
and shipping rings and combines, and 
by commercial and manufacturing 
trusts. Monopolies are fostered by dif- 
ferential railway tariffs and shipping 
rates. The result of this is that any 
middleman who has a monopoly and 
whose services are necessary for the 
completion of the process by which 
the product reaches the consumer is 
— to influence the price to any ex- 
tent. 

“The owner of one small whee! es- 
sential to the making of a watch may, 
if he have a monopoly of that sort of 
wheel, Obtain for it a price nearly 
equivalent to the total value of the 
watch. Similarly a shipping company, 
by agreement with other companies, 
may have a monopoly of the trans- 
portation of a certain product from 
the place where it is raised to the 
market where it is sold. This com- 
pany might then demand such freight 
rates as would absorb almost the en- 
tire profit which the product would 
yield in the market. In these circum- 
stances the producer is powerless: 
either he must directly or indirectly 
pay the price, or his product is left 
to rot in the fleld. 

“Take another case in which not 
only the producer but the carrier may 
suffer. A railway running from one 
center to another has a small inter- 
vening line on part of the route in 
the hands of another company. The 
latter company will be able to obtain 
for the carriage over its own section 
as much as the total freight ought to 
be over the whole route, and thus 
reduce the profits both of the pro- 
ducer and the more important railway 
com y. 

“This is one of the conditions which 
lead to the iniquitous practice of 
gambling in raw material such as 
wheat, cotton, maize, etc. Suppose a 


primary object of “the King 


for carrying from one market to an- 
other. If this company raise its freight 
rates it lowers the price of the com- 
modity in the home niarket. When 
the price is thus lowered the com- 
pany. or its confederates, buy up the 
commodity. Then the rate is lowered, 
the pricé of the product rises, and 
the company sells out, netting an en- 
| tirely illegitimate profit. 

: “This sort of exploitation is theoreti- 
cally “possible in every trade, but 
whereas in the case of manufactures 
it can be checked by the organization 
of tre ders, in the case of agriculture 
it goes on unchecked. This is in con- 
sequence of the absence of organiza- 
tion. To combat these evils the in- 
dividual action of any one nation 
is of no avail, for the operations of 
the speculators are international. It 
is for the purpose of establishing a 
central chamber, with full powers to 
act in the best interests of the entire 
agricultural community, that the King 
hes summoned this great conference.” 

That there are abuses in all occu- 
pations is a fact so trite that it be- 
comer almost nauseous to dwell upon 
it. Whether “the King of Italy's 
plan,” if tried, will prove effective, in 
doing away with the abuses above 
mentioned, or most of them, remains 
to be determined. The physical ob- 
stacles to the proposition seem insur- 
mountable, but perhaps the King of 
Italy (with Mr. Lubin’s assistance) 
can find a way. The plan contém- 
plated, if it could be realized, would 
bring into existence the largest indus- 
trial organization in the world, the 
most complete combination (or trust) 
ever dreamed of, and the most power- 
ful monopoly ever proposed. Now 
that royalty has taken up the scheme, 
we shall see what royalty can do with 
it. 


HE ROTHSCHILDS. 
The recent death of Baron Alphonse 
de Rothschild, the head of the French 
branch of the great house of money 
lenders and financiers, recalis the re- 
markable history of a family, which, 
by its astuteness, courage and bold- 
ness has had as much to do with 
changing the map of Europe as any 
other human influence that could be 
named. 
The power of concentrated wealth 
in determining the welfare and destiny 
of nations has been shown many times 
in the history of the house of Roths- 
child. The city of Frankfort owes its 
importance chiefly to the Rothschild 
family, for here its founder first began 
to exercise that influence on govern- 
ment polity which was to continue 
through subsequent generations. Mayer 
Anselm, doing business at the sign 
of the Red Shield in the Judengasse 
district, had occasion to accommodate 
“the Landgrave of Hesse with loans. 
The latter being threatened by the 
approaching army of Napoleon, begged 
Anselm to conceal for him some mil- 
lions of thalers. He dropped the bags 
of coin into a well and the treasure 
was overlooked by the enemy who 
looted everything else. The danger 
past, the coin was recovered, a portion 
of it employed profitably at Frank- 
fort and the balance sent by Rothe- 
child to his son, who had opened a 
branch house in England. 

What did they do with the vast 
sum thus thrust suddenly into their 
hands? Owing to the troubled state 
of European politics government se- 
curities were at a very low ebb. 
Father and son, however, had con- 
fidence in the permanency and ulti- 
mate solvency of existing governments 
and invested largely in the almost un- 
marketable securities. Their boldness 
was well rewarded, for they made im- 
mense profits fourfold, it was said. 
When the Landgrave asked for an ac- 
counting nine years later to his sur- 
prise (for he supposed that his fund 
was looted with the rest.) he was re- 
paid the original sum and 5 per cent. 
interest. The story was circulated 
among his brother monarchs and An- 
selm Rothschild was overwhelmed 
with business. 

The five sons established them- 
selves in the leading capitals of Eu- 
rope, where they were in close touch 
with the reigning powers and could 
select the “psychological”—we believe 
this is the latest diplomatic adjective 
—moment for making loans or investing 
in consols. At a critical juncture they 
raised 10,000,000 thalers for Denmark; 
witk equal impartiality they contrib- 
uted large sums to Napoleon's ex- 
chequer; £16,000,000 was required by 
the British government to prosecute 
the Crimean War, and it was forth- 
coming; the impoverished Turkish 
army needed $20,000,000 and it was 
promptly furnished; France offered 
certain shares of the Suez Canal 
to tide over a financial embar- 
rassment, and by the astuteness 
of Disraeli England snapped them up 
at a cost of £4,000,000, Rothschild 
supplying the funds, and France dis- 
covered that she had lost control of 
the world’s highway to the Orient. 

Thus did they make or mar the for- 
tunes, and shape or modify the des- 
tinies of the great powers of Europe. 
During the first fifteen years after the 
battle of Waterloo, the Rothschilds 
accommodated the crowned heads of 
Europe with sums aggregating more 
than one billion dollars—an amount 
which at that period meant vastly 
more than it would at the present time. 
It is almost impossible to exaggerate 
their jufluence upon European history 
during the last fifty years. The wars 
that were prevented by their wise 
counsels, no less than those which 
were prosecuted by their encourage- 
meat, have determined the destiny of 
some and perhaps all of the countries 
between the Atlantic Ocean and the 
Ural Mountains.

solution. 

It is undoubtedly in the nature of a 
reproach to civilization—and particu- 
larly to American civilization—if the 
potentialities locked up in our waste 
products have remained unutilized to so 
wasteful an extent as Mr. Dickerson's 
optimistic view would seem to indicate. 
We have made great progress in nearly 
all branches of industry and science. A 
matter of so great importance to urban 
life and to civilization certainly ought 
to receive the attention which its im- 
portance deserves. It is receiving in- 
creasing attention in Europe, and some 
of the results which are said to have 
been accomplished are truly wonderful. 

It is very likely that by the installa- 
tion of expensive machinery Los An- 
geles might be able to effect a saving 
in the disposition of its garbage, along 
the lines indicated by Mr. Dickerson. 
But the city is not prepared to engage 
in costly experiments at this time, nor 
at any time unless there is a certainty 
that a considerable saving of money 
could be effected. Theoretically, it may 
appear to the satisfaction of optimistic 
‘students of the subject that all the 
great results mentioned by Mr. Dicker- 
son are easily attainable. Perhaps they 
are. But the city cannot afford to ex- 
pend money on mere theories. There 
must de practical demonstration, and 
plenty of it.

Arctic for Consumptives. 

It is interesting to note the rate at 
which new theories of medical. nce 
are reversing those that prevailed a 
few years ago. Once, when the con- 
sumptive was told to seek a change of 
climate he checked his trunk for Flor- 
ida, or some other sub-tropical section. 
But advanced views upon the nature 
and treatment of the disease have ma- 
terially changed that. Dryness is a 
much more important condition than 
warmth. The patient can be protected 
against cold; but against moisture in 
the climate there is no defense except 
to run away from it. The full force, 
or extreme expression, of the reaction 
is illustrated by the fact that a Wash- 
ington physician proposes to take about 
thirty consumptive patients on a health 
seeking expedition to Greenland this 
summer. 

This is not a new principle of cure. 
It is simply an extension of one that 
has been followed for a number of 
years in our own and other States. Not 
all who are suffering from tuberculosis 
can go to Greenland. Alas, not all can 
obtain for themselves the full benefit 
of pure fresh air: but if it is generaliv 
understood that that is a fundamental 
condition of relief, the work of com- 
bating the disease wil be made easier 
and more effective.—[Boston Transcript. 


Motor Omnibuses.

Gems.

(quartz,) sapphire (corundum,) silici- 
fied wood (quartz,) smoky quartz 
(quartz,) smoky topaz (quartz,) spinel, 
spodumene, sunstone (feldspar,) The- 
tishair stone (quarts,) thornsonite, 
tourmaline, topaz, turquois, Venushair 
stone (quartz,) Wilbernite, Williamsite 
(serpentine,) wood agate (quartz,) 
wood jasper (quartz,) wood opal (opal,) 
zircon, zonochlorite (prehnite.) 


the United States, but not met with in 
gem form: Andalusite, axinite, cassi- 
terite, chrysoberyl, cyanite, ilvaite, 
opal, prase (quartz,) sphene, titanite, 

List of species and varieties not yet 
identified in any form in the United 
States: Alexandrite, catseye (chryso- 
beryl,) catseye (quartz,) chrysoprase, 
euclase, lapislasulate, on- 
varite. 

List of gem- stones occurring only in 
the United States: Bowenite, chioras- 
trolite, chondroite, rutile, Thetis-hair 
stone, Thompsonite, Willernite, Hid- 
denite, lithia emerald, novaculite, sono- 
chlorite. 

In the above list the variety of the 
species is separately set forth in paren- 
thesis. The reader will probably be sur- 
prised to learn that such ores and 
minerals as fluorite (fluor-spar,). hem- 
atite (iron peroxide,) willernite (a sil- 
icate of zinc,) cassiterite (tin stone) 
and malachite (green copper carbon- 
ate) should be classed as gems. The 
distinction appears, however, some in 
crysals, others massive. Again we find 
ruby as corundum, but much corundum 
is simply an abrasive. All sapphires 
are corundum—pure alumina trioxide. 
Since 1883 among other gems found 
in the United States are Kungite (near 
Pala, Cal.;) opal (Lemhi county, Ida- 
ho,) on Panther Creek, six miles be- 
low its head; chrysoprase (near Mor- 
gan Hill, and Asheville, N. C.) On 
the Mohave Desert, in Southern Cali- 
fornia, some true precious opal has 
been found. A large deposit of beau- 
tiful moss agate (white) is located 
near Guernsey, Wyo., near the line 
of the Burlington and Missouri River 
Railroad. A most beautiful diue 
quartz is obtainable near Hartville, 
Laramie county, Wyo. No attempt 
will be made to describe all of the 
named gem-stones, the most important 
thereof will be selected, beginning with 
the diamond. 

The Greeks gave the name of “ada- 
mant to the diamond. India, Brazil 
and South Africa are the countries 
from which the greater per cent. of 
diamonds has been obtained. The only 
mines now being actively worked are 
those of South Africa. The principal 
diggings are situated in the extensive 
valley of the Vaal River, to the north- 
east of the Orange Free State and 
within the boundary of the Cape Col- 
ony, as now defined.”” The diamond, 
in the scale of hardness, is the hardest 
of all gems, stones or metals, being 
known as 10. The anthracite (so- 
called) variety, “Like anthracite, but 
hard enough to scratch even dia- 
monds,” is not of the scale of hard- 
ness. The diamond ecratches the ruby 
and all of the corundum family. In 
color, it'is found, black, white, pink, 
green, blue, yellow, orange, opalescent 
and brown. Lustre, adamantine; pris- 
matic colors are reflected by it; dens- 
ity 3.3 to 3.6. Formula, carbon only, 
Crystallization, cubical and mapomet- 
ric, and in forms of the octahedron 
and dodecahedron (rhombic,) Of mas- 
sive structure, seldom globular, often 
interspersed. The crystals, when found, 
are sometimes rounded. In the oxy-hy- 
drogen flame burns to carbon dioxide. 
Unacted upon oy acid or aikali. Found 
in washings with gold and platinu:a, 
peridotyte, itacolummnite (flexible rand- 
stone,) calcareous tufa, friable yellow- 
blue ground and hydrous magnesium 
conglomerate. In

ajo reservation (near Keam’s Cefon) 
and near Red Bluff.

Carbonado in black pebbles or 
masses is one more variety. Diamonds 
have been found, sparingly, in Califor- 
nia, “at Cherokee Ravine, in Butte 
county The coarse variety of dia- 
mond. unfit for gems, ts nown as 
“Bort.” The diamond becomes electric 
when rubbed. Next in the Kale of

Probably the most noted 
sapphires of today are those from 
near Yogo, Mont. The ruby ({violet- 
red, red or pink,) sometimes deceives

SCHOONER MARCONI! OVERLOAD- 
ED WITH STOWAWAYS. 


Six Undesirable Passengers Found 
on Board After Craft Had Put to 
Sea and Rather Than Carry Them 
the Skipper Returned to Port—Ves- 
sel Loses Rudder.

{FACTS ABOUT KOREA. 


WHAT JAPANESE ARE DOING 
IN THAT COUNTRY—HOW 
WORLD BLIND- 
FOLDED. 

The following communication has 
been received by The Times from H. 
H. Cynn, a native of Korea, now 4 
student of this city: 

One and twenty months ago, when 
leaving home, I firmiy decided not 
to allow my attention to be drawn to 
Korean politics until I had finished 
my education in the atmosphere of 
western civilization. Consequently, even 
when the Slavs were busy with their 
batteries at the shores of Port Arthur, 
thundering and shaking the world, and 
even when the “Rising Sun” was 
scorching the “Northern Bear” at the 
harbor of Chemulpo, when the heaven 
was covered with the awning of black 
smoke and the roar of the agonizing 
monster deafened the ears of the ex- 
cited populace of far and near, I deemed 
it unwise to give up my school work 
and return with unprepared hands to 
mingle with those dumb-stricken peo- 
ple. Yet, many a time >» most try- 
ing and aggravating circumstances 
have tempted me to my res- 
olution. 

Recently, while glancing over the 
papers in order to i myself 
with the situation in the Par East, I 
found some things too extremely mis 
represented, especially concerning my 
native land. Now, I am compelled to 
say a few words in regard to such false- 
hood 


A telegram from London dated April 
29 said that Korea was undergoing a 
wonderful transformation. The Times’ 
correspondent's statement was, “The 
reforms that the Japanese have already 
effected are a Messing to the peopie, 
but are causing dismay to the Emperor 
and his court. The Emperor is cruelly 
disillusioned, but still hopes for the 
ultimate success of Russian power, 
which fostered the worst influences of 
his barbaric reign, and he maintains 
communication with Lamsdorff through 
Yi Sai Kuen, former Foreign Minister, 
now attached to Pavioff (former Rus- 
sian Minister to Korea,) at Shanghai. 

In the first place, there is no such 
person as “Yi Sai Kuen, former For- 
eign Minister.” In the next place, 
it is imposstble for the Emperor to 
communicate with Lamsdorff, because 
he is imprisoned in his palace and ev- 
erything he does must be known to 
the Japanese first. Korea is handi- 
Capped; every letter or cablegram has 
to pass through the hands of the Japs 
before it reaches the outside world. 
Letters coming to America are fre- 
quently opened and examined. Under 
such circumstances, how can the Em- 
peror communicate with Lamsdorff at 
St. Petersburg? Then he said the re- 
form was a blessing to the people. 
What reform did he mean; or was there 
any? Did Japan do any more than to 
take away everything from the govern- 
ment and subdue Korea under her con- 
trol? What they did and still do is to 
put in their advisors and advisors’ as- 
sistants (sometimes advisors’ assistants’ 
assistants) in al! departments (to draw 
the Korean salary and accomplish the 
Japanese work.) 

He again added: The tondfict of the 
Japs has been exemplary. Never be- 
fore have the Koreans earned such 
wages. Civilian Japanese are pouring 
into the country. . . .” Is it a won- 
der the laboring people get more money 
when its value has been from six to 
seven times lessened, compared with 
what it used to be? For the Japanese 
crowded in with innumerable war notes 
which are to be circulated only in Ko- 
rea and never in Japan. 

Californians talk about Japanese ex- 
clusion. Why? “Civilians?” How civil 
are they? America has the law backed 
up with strong enacting power, stil 
you think you are annoyed. Think of 
Korea, where every individual Jap has 
his own law and acts accordingly! Ex-

Another dispatch from 
Wash., under the date of May 15, says: 
“The steamer Knight Errant brings 
news of an agreement signed between 
Japan and Korea, by which Japan as- 
sumes control of the post and t 
services of the Korean government. Ko- 
rea has been losing 300,000 yen annuaily 
in the administration of these services.“

{The Independent:] Europeans some- 
times say that we in the United States 
have no diplomats, that we have not 
trained or grown any, that we do not 
know what diplomacy is, says an 
American manufacturer. Their defini- 
tion of diplomacy is to obtain what you 
want by intrigue, indirection and cor- 
ruption, and they confine diplomacy 
to politics and statecraft. This half 
sneer of Europeans is true if we look 
only at foreign politics. Our f 
ministers and am have usu- 
ally wanted little, but have clearly 
known what they wanted and have 
gone straight for it with so much vigor 
that the other side generally yielded, 
with much astonishment at such queer, 
direct methods. 


the mistake of thinking that? politics, 
and particularly foreign politics, is with 
us, as with them, a life interest. It is 
not. When it becomes n we 
will train men to diplomacy or take 
them out of the vast and growing army 
of business diplomats. To business has 
our talent—yes, genius—for diplomacy 
turned, and in business have we trained 
a vast and growing army of diplomats, 
men who travel all over the country 
selling goods, closing deals, making 
contracts. These are our real diplo- 
—— and of these foreign critics know 
tle. 

About six months ago my business 
took me to San Francisco. It is a long 
ride, and for two days we met on the 
common footing of the sleeping and 
dining cars, with nothing to do but 
talk, play cards, write an occasional 
letter, and eat. The second day out 
four or five travelers who had got well 
acquainted, started talking on this sub- 
ject business diplomacy. It could 
easily be seen that all were masters ir. 
the art of adapting themselve to each 
other and to circumstances.
